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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowed in view of the failure of the prior art to teach or 
reasonably suggest an inbred maize cultivar with the unique genetic and morphological 
complement of PHB1V. The closest prior art, U.S. Patent 6,881 ,880 to Wilson et al, 
effectively filed 31 January 2002, teaches a maize inbred which differs from the instantly 
claimed cultivar in at least the following characteristics: Dent type, absent leaf sheath 
pubescence, lighter green glume color, light green silk color, light green fresh husk 
color, buff dry husk color, upright ear, pink cob, susceptibility to European corn borer, 
and lower yield. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
